LoSDOK, July II. — The volunteer review 
at Wimbledon, to-day, wiva highly success- 
ful in every respect, except that the num- 
ber of men uasenibled was not quite so 
largo as had at first been expected. The 
artillery iiHcd smokeless powder in the 
salutes, and the results were perfectly eatis- 
faotory. This is the first timo that anioke- 
less potrder has been used on so lorge a 
scale in England, and the novelty aroused 
much interest. The Kaiser seennd much 
pleased at the review, and was- very com- 
plimentary, but he is (|uite u diplomat, and 
it docs not follow tliat lie was inwuidly 
pleased by tlie afTair. It is probable that a 
niucli more imposing and precise array of 
the citizen soldiery would have to be pro- 
duced before the Hinpcror would bo j)re- 
vailed upon to give up his prejudice against 
the volunteer system, lie and his advisers 
have klways held views on this subject 
diametrically opposo'I to those of the Rrit- 
isli war olbcials. There is not a German 
odicer, nor in fact any forefgq staff officer, 
who attaches more than a subordinate im- 
portanca to England's militia. Mr, St.in- 
liope, Secretary of State for War, is respon- 
sible for the failure of the reriew in point of 
numbers. The War Office did not defray 
the whole of the expenses incurred, and 
consequently the review was an enormouR 
strain upon the finances of the corps which 
took part in it. Many were undoubtedly 
deterred from coir.iiig out on this account. 
The longer the Emperor slays in Knglaml 
the more wonder i.s manifested ftt his 
energy and activity. Tlio Knglisb 
people cannot gel u?ed to the 
spect;icle of royally getting up be- 
' fore sun rise und riding in tlm purU, and 
reviewing and sight teeing all ilay. It is ii 
gre.it change from l!ie spectaelo of club 
Iminguig, lo which they have become 
acjustonied. 'I'lic Kniscr liiis changed his 
nniierni on an average of three limes a day, 
siiicj his arrival, and has reviewed soine- 
thiiig or inspecteil loiiicihing every fe«' 
lioura. II is reslleEsiio=s does not seem to 
1)1! feveriab, but is the n.itural exjirc-sioii of 
strength and ainbilimi. 'J'he newspapers 
are comparing tlie welcome extended to the 
Kaiser and that to his father, the late 
l'',mperor Federic. When the lultcr visited 
KngLmd, his greeting was far less deinon- 
strutive than that iiceordcd his succe-sor to 
the (ier.nan throne. Still li'edoric was 
greatly pleasc<l with the warmth of his 
reception. 

United States M.inister Lincoln was tlie 
only diplomat atisent from (iuildhall on the 
occasion of the Ivaiscr's recepiion by the 
Mayor last night. The reason for hia non- 
attendance is not given out, but whatever it 
is, the fact of hia non appearance puts a 
(piietus upon tlie ruuior that his reason for 
not atlending the Prince of Wales' garden 
piirly in honor of the Emperor was that the 
J'ranbycroft people, among whom the bac- 
euat scandal originated, were invited 
guests. 

The Kaiser was not so fatigued by tlie 
long review of the volunteers at Winible- 
<lon but that be could witness, inspect and 
appiiriiilly enjoy unolher «pcct:iclo later in 
tlio day, tlie aiiiiu.Ll tiun out of the Union 
of I'iro lirigades of (litat Hritaiii. U'his 
union is now a niitiouul associiitioii, mid 
I Ills W.IS the tliii-d ouc.isioii of itn kind 
There wi.s a larger turn out of men and 
engines than over before. All parts of the 
ciiniilry were represented. The meeting 
li.ok plii.'e at the Cry.-t.d Palace, and tlieic 
was a big crowil of speel iilors. The 
cniiip.iiiies \vere inspected by the 
Miii|ie:'or, tlio I'l-ince of Walts, and 
Ilium rtiu.s loyalties. The lironieii aiirl 
tlieir iii:i.;hin<s lii-.sl ]mi:sed the review- 
ing li.ii-ty ill maic'iing order, rt!i-iriiiiig on 
the trot, and then ]).is~iiiig at full gallop. 
The Minperor, wlio deligiits in ilispl.iys of 
agility and discipline, exprc n.-^cd hia gratili- 
i-.ition m the ctlicieney shown liy the vai ion.i 
liiigailfH, and complimented them on the 
riipidity nf t heir niaud'uvres. The paraiie 
wound up wilh a grand display of fire- 
works. 

The marcb past was in this order: Hor.se 
artillery, by batteries, at close iiitcrvala ; 
nimulrons of cavalry; artillery batteries; 
inlantry, and the volunteers, in full inarch- 
ing ordnr. They ninstered well, a majority 
of the regiments coming by train, though 
many marched all the way. The wea liter 
was glorious. The Life Guards and other 
cavalry arrived early, followed by the Line 
Infantry, Foot Guards and Highlanders. A 
continuous stream of volunteers followed. 
The number of spectators was incalculable, 
but is roughly estimated at a million. 
The stdisids erected for the privileged 
guests, members of Parliament, Lords 
and ambnHsadors %rere packed to Uie edges. 
The Duke of Connaught and Gen. Sir 
Evelyn 'Wood, commanded the infantry, 
which were divided into two divipions. 
The march past occupied an hour and a 
Imlf. The lines were then foi meii anil the 
Imperial salute was again given. As the 
Kaiser passed the triKips to and from the 
siilnting point, the bands playod the 
(ii'iiiiiin N.ilioiial Anthem. A roynl .salute 
ch'scd the review, and the Imperial and 
Hoyal parties at oneo returned to I^jndon, 
and proceeded to the Crystal Palace. 



FIRE NEAR DUNCAN'S. 

The Indian Rancherle Destroyed— TUo Peorle 
Left in Great Destitution. 

(Special to TiiK Colonist. I 
Dhnx-an's, July 11. — Afire broke out iu 
the Somenos Indian reservation, situated 
about half a mile from this place, nt about 
11 o'clock to-nigbt. A heavy northwest 
blaze soon fanned the blaze, and within 45 
minutes the entire rancheric, consisting of 
about a dozen wooden buildings, was in 
llaiiie.s. The Indiana barely escaped with 
their lires, saving little or nothing. There 
were about KM) of them in the buildings. 
A great many of them are around the place 
in a nude, or almost completely nude, con- 
dition. They were so completely paralyzed 
with fear that they could do uothing to help 
tbemsclves, and could only sit around he- 
wailing their fate. l!y great cfTotts the white 
settlers kept the (ire from taking hold of 
the white settlement. The woods between 
the rancheric and the track are on fire in 
several places ; but no more danger is anti- 
cipated. A fusilade of cartridges in the 
burning buildings, made it very 
dangerous worlc to approach them. Dr. 
\Vats6u'o place was on tire once or twice 
and several others had narrow escapes, 
Had one or two of them taken fire, the 
whole settlement would have been swept 
out of existence. The Indians will need 
assistance immediately, as all are left in 
an_ entirely destitute condition, and are 
being cured for as much as possible by the 
white settlers to>mi;ht. 



EUROPEAN GOSSIP. 



Fire at Suva, Fiji, May 2,5tli, destroyed 
property valued at two hundred thciiisand 
dollars, iiiany of the principal buildings 
in the town being burned down. 

At St. Petersburg, .Sunday, while a large 
balloon was bcMiig inllaled wilh t'.as, il 
escaped and carried up four workmen.

rARNELL'8 DKFEAT AT CAP.LOW. 

London, July 11. — The overwhelming 
defeat of Mr. Parnell still continues to be 
discussed by all classes of politlcans. Car- 
low was one of Mr. ParnoU's strongholds. 
He fought there on more advantageous 
terms than he couUl have had in any other 
Irish rural constituency, except West 
U icklow or North Meath, This made the 
fight one of unusual interest. The two 
victories gained over Mr. Parnell's bat- 
talions by the home rulers of Kilkenny and 
Not Ih Sligo, nearly settled the struggle, 
and, but for the unfortunate Boulogne 
negotiations, little would have remiiinid to 
be done to bring the disiurher 
'to his knees. The victory at Carlow 
wm a crushing disaster to Parnell. His 
failure there leaves him no expevtatiou to 
win elsewhere, as his followers have now 
lost heart, and many of them are on the 
point of going over to tha MeCarthyites. 
The Carlow election has greatly shortened 
the time during which Irishmen will be 
engaged in this miserable struggle in Ire- 
lantl. Charges and counter-charges still 
ling iu the air. "Traitor" and "knave" 
and like epithets are ordinary expressions 
used to denote the dtfTercneos of opinion on 
political questioiiB, and, on the whole, 
Irishmen had a lively lime of ii. 
Irisliiiicn are paying heavily for tlicii iiiclo- 
dra^na. 'I'ipperury feels the ijinch most, 
perhaps ; but all over the country there are 
miseralile victims, to-day, lamenting " the 
glorious victories " and the " loud hnz:r.is," 
of tuo years ago.

Defeats Westraiuster by Scientific La- 
crosse. Threti Goals to Two, 
Yesterday. 



A Gentlemanly and Keenly Exciting: 
Game Throughout— The Usual 
Protest- .

Va.ncouvkh, July 11. — In the lacrosse 
match, to-day, between Vancouver and 
New Westminster, J. A. FuUerton, of Van- 
couver, and W. J. Whiteside, of Westmin- 
ster, acted as umpires.

towards Westraiuster's liags, and Stewanl 
(Westr.) sent the hall to the side field 
where a succession of faces off took place.

Westiniiister oaptuicd il and 
threw it for the ll igs, Init ini3.sod, the ball 
pa->^sing several feet over the slicks and 
iaiuling cut of bound-'.

immense body of his follow citizens, who, 
tlie more they know of liiui tlio more they 
respcoted and appreciated llio singleiioss 
of purpose with wliioh he dis- 
charged the, at sonio times, difiioult 
duties that devolved upon him ua a Chria- 
tiau minister. He wus a mua who never 
shrank liowever unpleasant might be his 
tusk in advancing ideas that to some were 
uupa'iutable. All sorts and condilions of 
men and women, too, attended him to his 
tomb. During the morning the death 
cbainber was visited by hundreds— not to 
nay thiHisands — who came to take their lust 
lon^ fareived, and in the afternoon tlie 
.sacicil udidci- ill whieh he had so faithfully 
(kc'aicd tlie j'.niei io-il truths of our e(Jin- 
nioa Christianity was crowded willi possibly 
a larger c(nigri'j.;at ion than it li.ul been ac- 
ousloiiiuil to ciinl'iin dnriiif; liis life. 

A brii f servici; liavint; lieiii conducted at 
Mr. Frascr's residence on I'andora street, 
atli'iided by the family and a few of the 
more intimate friends, the mournful 
coricge, which was a very large one, 
n'.oved oir for the church, the pall- 
beurers beim; iMessrs. W. 1). iMcKillican, 
AlexuiuUr Wilson, J. Fullertou, John Mea- 
toii, \y. Clarke and R. >S. Kendall. The 
windows and dooisteps on the route were 
occupied with deeply mtcrc-^ted sjiectators, 
while the sidewalUs were lined with more 
Lliaii urdinirily allccted onlookers. On ar- 
riviu!! at the church, of wliicli, for seven 
years, the dcceaseil had been the esteemed 
pastor, the remains were deposited in fioiit 
of the altar, the servici a being under the 
direction of Rue. 1). Macrae, seated with 
whom licliiiid the rail were Rt. Rev. Uiahop 
Cridgo, Rev. P. McF. Macleod, Kev. Cover- 
dale \Vat30ii, liev. Dr. Reid, Rev. Mr. 
Maclaren, of Vancouver, Rev. J. H. White 
anil others. The church was simply draped 
wiLli mourning, while the coffin was covered 
with wreaths, crosses and other 
dloral tributes. Ror. Mr. Iklacrae hav- 
ing announced the 23d Psalm, it was 
«ung with much feeling by the ohoir, under 
'the direotloa of Mr, J. Q. Brown. Bev. 
Mr. McLaren, of Vancouver, read a 
3>eautiful selection of Ecripture, after which 
Bev, Dr. ReidofTered up u prayer, remark- 
able for its pathos and applicahility to 
the peculiar circumstances of the case. The 
hymn "Asleep in Jesus" having been 
surg 

Kev. P. MoF. Macleod in tones broken 
by emotions, which it was manifestly iui- 
poaailile to hide, and which wore fully 
shared liy all prejciit, addressed the con- 
gregation. He said : 

Friends and follow citizens, I am asked 
to give some expression to the soriow that 
is ali'ired by the wliole city, to-day, in the 
sudden removal from ua of iny beloved 
■brother, Mr. Frasor. To those of ua who 
have seen him since his return from the 
Kast, this evont has not heen iinlooked for, 
for tlie ravages of disease were too apparent 
ia hia wasted and emaciated frame, former- 
ly so strong and robust, and hia pale and 
.sankou cheeks, formerly rounded and 
ruddy with the glow of health. But 
■our s.ul forhodings were jnit away from 
■U.I by his own liopefniiicss and by the 
wilfulness of our all'ection, which retuied to 

■ contemplate so sad a blow. Of Mr. Fraser's 
life and labors it is impossible to apoak when 

■ oar eyis are overQowing with tears, andoui' 
hearts are overwhelmed with sorrow. We 
yeirn only to-day to sit silently beside the 
broken-hearted widow and the fatherless 
cliildren, commending them with all the 
fervor of iiitcnsest sympathy to the (Joil of 
all comfort and all consolation. O ! (!ud, 
<thou bast a secret entrance into liearts 
vrhicharec'osed against the nearest and dear- 
est earthly friends, and Thy words of love 
can soothe and heal when our words but 
aggravate the UDstaucbed wounds. But 
vbo shall fill the blank death hath made 
among ua by the removal of our brother ? 
As the pastor of this flock hia labors h ive 
been unwearied, erou to the laying of his 
iife upon the altar for your sakes. Who 
can sum up the story of these seven yea i s 
in a single sentence ; who can tell of the dif- 
ficulties overcome when arriving among you 
us a stranger, as the pioneer of our Canadian 
churcli in this city '! Who can tell the story 
of his unwearied trav.iiliiig for souls, in the 
pulpit and in visiting from house to lii'U^i^ V 
Who can lell of the help and counsel given 
to the stranger and the iiceiiy, aye, (ifton- 
times to his own and his family's impnver- 
ishinent, giving ii.atcrial aid to tho.-c whu 
oa;nc t'l him in distress'.' Who among you 
know not of his I.enilt.r .'-yin|)aLhy in times 
of trial and of the fervor and .simple faith 
of the prayers olfered at t he sick lied and 
with thi)3u bereaved by the hand of death '.' 
You may, perchance, lind a man of greater 
intcllectnal gifts, my friends; but a more 
faithful and diligent, nay, a more successful 
paslur yon may scarcely look for in the 
ministry of (jur cliuich. Alas, that itshould 
only he when we have lust him that we 
ahoulil bo able to estimate hia worth, wlicn 
we are powerless to atone for our thought- 
loasness, our neglects, or even, perhaps, in 
some instances, our opposition! But our 
Presbytery and our church at large have 
also aulTerod a grievous blow. lie was the 
father of our Presbytery, ivnd spared neither 
time nor labor in self-denying elTorts for 
the progress of our churches. Every I'rosliy- 

-toriaa in British Columbia is a debtor to 
him, for he thought of them, and planned 
for them and provided the means of grace 
for many, who, but for him, would liave 
been denied all opportunity of public 
worship. His clear insight, his practical 
sagacity, and his wide experience in church 
v^urk led us all to rely ujion bis oounaula, 
wliile his amiable disposition and broad- 
iniudodness sinootlied for ua many a dilfi- 
oiilty and caUiicd many a storm. But our 
brother wus no narrow sectarian, but of a 
thoroughly Catholic spirit! He loved all 
who loved our Lord Jeaiu Chvhl in sincer- 
ity, iiiid, therefore, ho ia mourned as sin- 
oerely to day by llie brethren of other 
chiirchfs as by oiir-selves. Where many a 
mun would have incurred dislike, or oven 
contempt, ho won for liimaolf liigli reapoct 
and truo ali'ection, and the hiirmauy pre- 
vailing among ua all to-day ia doubtless 



largely owing to his influence. But many 
ot you who are here to day recognize 
that Victoria has lost one of her most noted 
and influential citizens. Since ever he came 
to the city, Mr. Frascr has identified him- 
self with ita highest interests, and baa 
doubtleaa aceomplished even more than 
we cirti estimate in helping forward ita proa- 
perity. Hia three iiuuitha in the 
east wore largely spent in removing 
prejudicea and guining information with 
regard to our advantages, and liia last 
public utterance vtaa in the interests of our 
city and the advocating of its claims. 
True, ho held that righteousness exalteth a 
nation, but ain ia a repioach to any people, 
and, therefore, he never failed to lift up hia 
voice in the interests of virtue and temper- 
ance, and wi.a ready to brave the contumely 
that sometimes fell upon him on that 
account, hut your presence hero to-<lay 
bears witness that the hearts of his fellow 
citizfus were with him, and that they ask 
no greater blessing to the city than that 
God in Hia great providence might send lis 
a man to succeed liiin with a double portion 
of his spirit. I'^cllow citizens, no such 
words will be spoken concerning us, as we 
speak concerning him, unless we are ready 
to serve t!od as he served II im, and to 
follow the Saviour as he followed. He has 
received his reward, lie has been welcomed 
hoir.e with his Master's glorious welcome, 
" Well done, good and laithfnl servant, 
enter lluni into the ji.y of thy Lord." Lot 
U9 follow on that yet wc may have a joyful 
meeting with onr brother when onr work is 
dou8. 

Rev. Coverilalo Watson olVered an earnest 
prayer, foUoweil by the hynni, "The Sands of 
Time are Sinking. ' The organ then played 
the Dead March as the Ijody was being 
borne out of the churcli and curried to the 
Ross Bay cemetery, v. lu ro, with iqipropriatc- 
ceremonies, conducted by Bishop Cridgc 
and Rev. Messrs. Macrae and Maularcn, tlie 
mortal remains of this faithful Christian 
were deposited, in sure and certain hope of 
a joyful resurrection.

Tlie tac 
ticaof the most active of tlio Mainland 
wenibers of convncation imule it im- 
poasiblo for the friends of educatiou on the 
Island to co operate with tho taotioians on 
tho mainland. Evon if all tho proceedings 
«{ tho newly eleotod Senate had boon regu- 
lar aiid'in conformity with tho proviaiona of 
the fltaluto, tho whole project would huvo 
fallen to tho ground. If an institution of 
loamiDg i« to be supported by the people of 



t ie wiiolo prov.ucB its governing body n uat 
be actuated by some higher principle than 
80 3tioii;ilfgm and its metHoila must be 
morn open and more liberal than those of 
ward iioliticiim?. If tho University Act 
was as perfect as the wit of man could make 
it the iBStiltttion established and operated 
under it would be a failure as loni; aa those 
intrusted with its management were in- 
spired with the spirit exhibited by certain 
of tho mainland graduates. All this the 
Times knows us well us wo do, but, instead 
of attributing tho failure of the University 
project to tho true cause, it dishonestly and 
mcauly attaches the odium to the Hon. 
John Robson, who, from its inception, has 
been the project's best friend. 

OFFICIAL COltliUFTIOX. 

Tho proceedings of tho Committee on 
Privileges end Elections are not pleasant 
reading. The revelations that are being 
made there do not cause one to bo prond of 
being a Canadian. We do not wish to fol- 
low tho example of tho Opposition news- 
papers and condemn the men a^iiinat whom 
charges have been brought, before we hove 
Iicurd what they have to say in their own 
defence. Neither will we take it for 
granted, as they do, that tho Government 
and ila snppoitora in Parliament will do 
■whut they can to impede inquiry, to screen 
tho guilty ami tr prevent their being pun- 
ished as their ofl'cnccs deserve. They have 
not dono so in the past, and we have no 
rc.ifon to believo that they will do so now. 
The en()uiry into the charges against Mr, 
Rykci t was full and impartial, and the sup- 
porters of the Government did not ntlempt 
to save him from the consequences of his 
corrupt acta. Ho aullered the full penalty 
and, although his constituents were ready 
to condone his oflenco, he did not venture 
to enter Parli^imcut again. The re-election 
of tho man whom Parliament had con- 
demned by the voters of the county of Lin- 
coln was a reproach on tho wliole electorate 
of Canada. Cauadiun clectora should hare 
so strong a detestation of corrupt practices 
by a member of Parliament that a man who 
hud been known to use his influence as Mr. 
Rykert had done dare not dream of ofTor- 
ing himself as a candidate for tho sufTragea 
of tlie people. lOulightened self-interest, if 
no higher motive, should prompt them to do 
this. Canadians cannot afford to havounfaith- 
ful s?rvants in the House of Commons, 
or in the civil service. For the people to 
coadono offences which Parliament had 
reprobated was something that should cau e 
every really patriotic Canadian to blush for 
hia country. ijj, 

We find that the civil servant who was 
proved to have taken a bribe, has been 
promptly and severely punished, and we 
are told that a similar fate awaits another 
civil servant, who, in money matters, ad- 
mitted that he had done what was irregular 
and improper. The^e examples warrant 
us in believing that strist justice will bo 
meted out to ■ every raa» ■who -is found 
guilty of having acted corruptly in the 
McGrecvy matter, whether his position is 
liigh or low, whether he ia a representative 
of the ])eople or an ofiicial in the civil 
service. And Parliainf nt will condonm the 
guilty. Even if a niajoriiy of its members 
wished to be indulgent, they cannot do 
otherwise. -Theenquiiy has been public. 
A vigilant and an inexorable Opposition 
cxaminia every particle of uvidonce, and 
watches every movement of the putiea 
concerned. Every fact bearing on tho case 
that is of the slightest importance, ia pub- 
lished in tlie newspapers, accompuniud by 
comnients that are frequently the reverse 
of fair. The exposure will be as complete 
aa the ingenuity of an Opposition, actuated 
by puty spirit and Htiinulatc<l by the 
desire for place and power, cau make it. 
When all the facts are known, and all that 
both aides have to say is heard, those who are 
really guity cannot by any possibiliiy escape. 
And the public good requires that they 
should not. The men in whom the people 
conlide must be made ti) feel that ili5;^raco 
an<l severe punishment are sure to follow 
the discovery of unfaithfulness and betrayal 
of trust. 

Not only should the public servants who 
are found to bo corrupt and venal bo pun- 
ished, but the men who tempted and cor- 
rupted them should not he allowed to cacajje 
with impunity. The unprincipled contrac- 
tor or applicant for public favors who oilers 
a civil servant or a representative of the 
people a bribe, no matter what shape it may 
t lUu, should bo punished quite aa severely 
as the person whom he succeed.s in seducing. 
He should he tauglU, I y ihc discipline of the 
penitentiary, 1 hat llie people re(|uire those 
who deal with public ollicials to be honest 
and straightforward, and that they will 
punish with the utmost severity tho men 
who enter into a conapirncy with their ser- 
vants to rob and defraud them. It .should 
be known throughon t the length |iud breadth 
of the Dominion, that it is quite as danger- 
ous to oiler a servant of the people a bribe 
UM it ia for that servant to accept a bribe. 

IRISH LAXD LEGISLATION^. 

Tho Irish Land Bill has by this time, we 
presume, become law. Tho House of 

Lords evidently did not like the measure, 
but, us it was introduced by the party 
to which l!ic majority of that body belongs, 
an<l aa it ia part and parcel of the policy of 
the Conservative Government, they, re- 
luctantly enough no doubt, gave it their 
sanction. The lords know very well, that 
legialatinn of this kind ia not calculated to 
further the iiiteteata of the land owneia, aa 
a class, and their llonac ia cninpcaed almost 
altogether of hui'lownera. Hut they know 
that, until the Irish land (xuestion is sotllud, 
Ireland will be a thorn in the side of. the 
British Empire, and this couaidoration had, 
no doubt, great weight with them when 
they were uaked to pledge tho credit of 
(ircal liritidu to the extent of S1;)0,0()0,OUO 
to Iranaform tho Irish tenants into free- 
holders. This is tho objout of Mr. Bal- 



four's Laud Piill. By its aid tho Irish ten- 
ant will bo able to purchase tho freehold of 
hia furm. The Oovornment w ill lend him 
tlic money, which he will repay in a num- 
ber of small instalments, extending over 
foriy-nino years. Tho yearly payment 
under this aystem will, in many cases, be 
actuidly lesa than what the tenant now 
pays as rent. Mr. Balfour's law may not 
do away with the proprietary system alto- 
gether, for tho Irish proprietor 
is not compelled to sell. It is only 
tenants on tho estates of landlords 
who are willing to sell that eiui become 
peasant-proprietors. It may 'be that all 
the Irish landlords will, in course of time, 
find it good policy to sell to their tenants. 
I^audrd property in Ireland, although it 
may give iti owner conaideration in bis own 
neighborhood, bus not of late years been 
found to be profitable, and the landlords 
have been o:(poscd to many annoyances and 
even dangers. Many land-owners muy 
come to the concbmion that a tidy sum in 
cash on the nail, will be better for them 
and for their fainiliea than the laml, to the 
ownership of wliich are attached so many 
responaibilitics, and out of which, even 
when times are good, very little money 
can be made. It will ho romendiered that 
it is tho Government and not tho landlord 
that will liuve to wait forty-nine years for 
the purcluxse mousy. 

It ia greatly to be hoped that the opera- 
tion of tho Land Purchase Law will 
make Ireland prosperous, and keep its in- 
habitants in their own country. It ia sad 
to think that, while the population 
of every other country in Europe 
and An. erica has increased during 
tho lust ten years, that of Ireland 
has decreased. In Scotland, stern and 
wild as it is, the census shows that tho 
population has increased In that period 
;)00,0()0, while the " ICtncrald Islo " haa 
now nearly oOO.OOO leas iuhaliitants than it 
bad ten years a^o. In America and Aus- 
tralia the Irishman wdio haa a bit of land of 
his own prospers as well as his neighbors. 
Ho is industrious and thrifty, and very 
often it ia his ambition to see hia family 
settleil oround him in comfort. \Yhy should 
not this he the case in the Old Country ? 
When the Irish peasant realizes that ho is 
working for himself, instead of hia laud- 
lord, and when ho begins to feel that every 
thing he has ia his own, it is natural to ex- 
pect that he ■will have a better heart to 
work, and prosperity will make him pro- 
vident. Prosperity ia a good educxlor, and 
a niiin never works so hard or so cheerfury 
as when he feels that he is getting on. It 
ia to bo hoped, therefore, that Balfour's Bill 
will be a blessing to the Irish people, and 
that its pussajfe will mark for them the be- 
ginning of an era of pc ice and contenlment.

Arguments in the Vancouver Arbi- 
tration Matter Conelnded Last 

ISiglit. 

The Fate of the Termijial City's 
Water- Worlis How to be De- 
cided.

The Board of Arbitrators in the Vancou- 
ver Water ^Yo|•ks ciiso resumed its session, 
yesterday moruing, at 10;;iO o'clock. All 
ot the legal talent and all interested parties 
were on hand promptly at tliat hoiu-. Mayor 
Opponheimcr, of Vancouver, sat next the 
eounsel for the city, and listened intently 
to the arguments. 

Mr. A. St. George Hammerslcy, who 
commenced on Friday afternoon on behalf 
of the city, resumed the line of his nrgu- 
mcnt. liis remarks the previous duy were 
directed to nil attack upon the poailicin of 
the Water Works company, in which he 
had endeavored to show their Btatenient.s to 
he inaccurate and uiirelialile, and the coats 
of the works, as represented, as exhorbi- 
taiit. 

Vesterduy morning, in beginning his ar- 
gument, lie disputed the interest as paid 
out by the company from its organization 
tip to date, and claimed that only such in- 
terest as had accrued before the coimnenco- 
ment of operations slionld be cliarge " 
cost of construction. TUa 
had accrued since should 
maintuinencc. 

Wr. Huminers'.cy then proceeded to argue 
upon tlio Tuhie of the water works us a 
revenue producer. According to the state- 
ments of the company — if tbu most favor- 
able construction possible were placed 
upon them — not over thrie per cent of the 
original cost was realized by the works 
in revenue. The counsel maintained that it 
would t)ot be fair to take the revenue, as 
shown by the company, for various years 
and to continue the j)ro rata increase for 
25 years, in order to assist at arriving at 
the value of the works. There was no 
telling what might happen in the future 
It was, of course, to be hoped that Van- 
couver would continue its marvellous 
growth, but the lifu of western cities 
was uncertain, especituly under the peculiar 
' conditions of the Pacific Coast. If 
the arbitrators were to base the 
value of the water works upon the 
revenue and allow the same ratio of in- 
crease eaci) year in the past for each year of 
the next 125, a great wrong would be done 
the city did it not increase. It could not 
be assumed as a fuct that the increase would 
proceed for the next 25 years aa it hud in 
the past. In closing his remarks, Mr. Ham- 
mersley asked tlie arbitrators to nuike their 
lindings in acoordiuice with llie manner pro- 
posi'dby thfi act and charter, assliovvnby lion. 
A.N. Richardaiu hiaargumentonl'"riday : that 
was to take the cost, to tlie company, of the 
construction of the water works, from 
which sliould be tliminated all expenses 
and costs of unnecessary cliaracter, and nil 
useless charges. To the amount tluis ob- 
tained should be added "20 per cent, and a 
tea pur cent dividend on capital stock, 
there would be obtained the price at which 
the city would be entitled to purchase the 
works. 

E. V. Bodwell, Esq.. for the Water 
Works Co., followed in a review of the evi- 
dence, and opposed the view of the same as 
explained by tile counsel for the city. lie 
denied that the expert testimony in behalf 
of the city proved ihe position assumed by 
it or deteriorated a particle from the value 
of the property as shown by the company. 
The works and material used in the con- 
Btruotion of tliem and the mains used were 
firat-oluss andin first-class working condition, 
and there was no reason why any reduction 
of value should be put upon those assets. 
In concluding his argument, Mr. Bodwell 
said that it was not wnat it cost to operate 
the works in any one year that should be 
used as a calculation for the cost of. main- 
tainonce, but that the average of eacli year 
should be taken. It was not fair to assume 
that the breakages and unusual repairs that 
had occurred in one certain yeur would 
happen every year, and tlie coat of such 
iniusual events should not properly be 
charged to opi-rating expenses. 

Attoruey-tJeneral Davie summed up the 
case for the company in an able and 
exhaustive argununt in which he denied 
the assertion that a franchise was 
no portion of the jiroperty and (|Uoled 
liumernus authorities, botli Kngliiili and 
American, to sustain his position. lit 
read fioin the law books, dccisioi 
after decision, to show that a franchise wa.'

HORRIBLE TRAGEDY. 

X Nebraska Uan Xtlts His Slrepine: Family 
and Then Htmseir. 

Omaha, July 10.— A special telegram 
from Ellis, Neb., says : Some time late last 
night the most horrible tragedy ever en- 
acted in this section occurred. This after- 
noon, Mrs. Dr. Allen, of Beatrice, came to 
lOUis on a visit to her brother, John H. 
I'uterbaugh, who lives a mile and a half 
south of town. She was driven to the farm 
by Louis I'etting and knocked at the door, 
but received no answer. 

They entered, the door not being locked, 
and found a horrible state of afl'airs. Her 
brother was lying on the floor covered with 
blood. In bed was the aiother, with a bul- 
let through her head. In bed with her was 
a 2-year old baby, also shot through the 
head. On a lounge in the room was 
other bed, occupied by two youni( girls, one 
1.3 and one 15, both dead, each with a bul 
let hole in her head. 

How tliey met their terrible fate is yet 
unknown- The general belief is that the 
terrible deed was the work of the husband 
a»d father. The faces of the dead, al- 
though covered with blood, were as calm 
OS though sleeping. All seemed to have 
been killed while sleeping, snd were shot 
directly through the skull. I'uterbaugh w»« 
not a drinking man. He euflered from the 
grip last fnring, and since then has not 
been in the best of licalth.

CLIQUES IN CLUBS. 

Every Liirgo Club Has Itn Sptu of FcUowH 
Who KUIii Ilobhles. 

In every large club there are sets or 
cH(xuos. Eyoiy other member naturally 
drifts into one of these sets very soon 
Jifti'r lie joins the club, .says a writer in 
tlu! Xi'W York Sun. They may be de- 
lined in this way: Fir.st, there is the 
billiard sot. Its members rarely visit 
any other part of the club than the 
billiard room, and every other member 
knows just where to find them. They 
arc usually evening' men, for the bill- 
iard tables are notmueh used in the day- 
time. Most of tlu'm are billiard ex- 
perts — {gentlemen exjierts, of course — 
and they can not tolerate the ordinary 
billiard player. -~ 

'I'hcn there is the card set. Not all 
the chibs allow card play inp, but most 
of ihora do. In a pood many of the 
clubs whist is nominally played, but 
actually all sorts of {^aniljliiir,!- i^'ames 
> with cards are peruiittcd. All the cai'd 
pl.-iycrs in tlie club f,n'a(liially drift into 
this set. Of course, occasionally, men 
play II quiet game without becoming- 
slaves to the habit, but these arc not 
members of the card set, and their 
presence is not at all desirable to the 
latter. 

There are some men who have fallen 
into the habit of iM-i'akfastinir at their 
clubs, and are never seen there at any 
other time. Others eonie only to lunch- 
eon. Their places of business are not 
remote from the club-house, and they 
drop over there for an hour in the mid- 
dli' of the day. Sometimes they bring 
frii'nds along, and they always have u 
good timi'. This is a pleasant set. 

'i'lie set containing the men who hang 
around the clubs iu the day-time is a 
very peculiar one. Its members are 
cither wealthy yonnpr fclloXvs who 
tliinli it beneath tliem to engage in any 
wscful occupation, or men wlio prefer 
to do their work at ni;4iit. Tlie latter 
ari' fi w. 'I'liese ari' the men who con- 
stanlly occupy the chil) windows ai)d 
gaze out upon the fashionable throng 
with superciliousness. 

A good many only see the .club when 
they drop in on their way home to take 
a cocktail. They are family men, who 
• go home to dine, and occupy their even- 
ings with .social engagements or do- 
mestic alTair.s. It is no unusual tiling 
to see Ufty men drop into a club be- 
tween four thirty and six o'clock, just 
for the purpose of taking a little 
champagne and bitters, or a less aris- 
tocratic cocktail. These men rarely 
stay more than half an hoxir. The road- 
mg set contains a very desirable element 
of the club. Its members are quiet, 
gentU'uumly fellows, who lend tone and 
dignity to the club and are always well 
informed. 

The dinner set is not so well defined 
as tlie others. It includes men of all 
kinds, bat there are particular men 
who come only then, and who are e.x- 
iwrts in good living. These are alwaj's 
good fellows, and everj'body is glad to 
know them. A man who dines well 
must be a good fellow in bis benrt, and 
usually is an interesting one, too. 



^ AFRICAN PIGMIES. 

Stanley ToUg a CortiJug Story Abont tho 
Dwiirfs and Their I'olHonort Arroxva. 

When we first encountered the tribe 
who fought with pc/i.'^oned arrows, 
writes Stanley in Scribncr, wc were not 
prepared to be greatly impressed with 
the danger, but we reoeired a severe 
lesson in August, 1887, during a fight 
with tho Avisibba savages. Young fel- 
lows, inspired }>y the example of Lieut- 
enant Stairs, R. K.. rushed with brave 
homicidal intentions to the front, and 
the tiny arrows sailed in showers past 
them; but some of them found their 
intended billets, and were arrested 
quivering in arms and shoulders. "With 
contemptuous smiles the young men 
drew them out and Hung them away, 
and some continued answering the sav- 
ages with rille shots, while others 
sought the surget)n, hearing with them 
the arrows with which they had been 

' wounded. When the day's fight was 
over of course wo had more leisure to 
'CKumino the missiles, and our anxiety 
was great when wo observed that they 
luid been freshly smeared with a brown, 
gmmny-liK-e substance which emitted a 
subtle acrid odor, with a suspicion of 
asafoctida in it. The arrows seemed to 
have been plunged into a pot contain- 
ing a goodly quantity of a resinous sub- 
stance, and twirled around in it and 
well soaked and then lifteil up in a 
bunch and c'overiHl with a banana or a 
piece of phryniuni leaf. (>uivers full of 
the arrows sliowed us tliat tne weapons 
were ronsiden-(l liy th<' ir owners to be 
dangerous, for lliose so smeared were 
tied together, head tlownward, and 
fipart from the others. 

Vet the wounds made by the.sc .slender 
arrow s wi're nuTc ))uactures, such as 
might luivc been made by finely-pointed 
butchers' skewers, and being excced- 

■ mgly ignorant of tho effleet we con- 
•,cnted ourselves with syringing them 
ivith warm water and dressing them 
,vitli bandages. In sonn- instances af- 
'ectionate men suclced their comrades' 
vonii.l',, to inaK-e sure that nothing of 
Jie siihslance sliould be left t{) irritate 
,hcm. In no instance was this method 
jf any avaiL All who were wounded 
'jlther died after terrible sulTcrings from 
tetanus, ordevidoped such terrible gan- 
grenous tumors as to incnpiicitale them 
from duty for 'long periods or wreck 
their cimstitutious so completely by 
blood-poisoning that their lives became 
a burden to them.

SOUTH AFRICAN MATTERS. 

\ Case of Straiued Kelatlans— Great Boer 
Talk Scheme and lu Prespects- 

L()-Ni)ON, July II. — There can be no ques- 
tiou that, during the last few weeks, the 
relations between the Soutli'African Repub- 
lic and the British (jovernnient have been 
exceedingly strained, nor can there bo any 
doubt that the popular feeling among the 
burghers of the Transvaal has been one of 
strong anil, from this point of view, justifi- 
able indignation at tii« unfriendly and 
captious spirit displayed by the British 
high commissioners. Tliis unfriendliness is 
not a thing of yesterday. In August lust 
negotiations about the Swazd^ind conven- 
tion were handled with unnecessary sever- 
ity, when the same, or even a belter, result 
could have been obtained by the dis[jlay of 
a more generous and appreciative spirit on 
tho part of Sir Henry Louh. The common 
conviction then was that it was not really 
the desire of Her Majesty's Government 
(that any unfriendliness should be shown in 
these negotiations, and that the exhibition 
of a harsh and threatening demeanor was 
owing partly to tho influence exercised by 
the domineering temper of the Premier of 
Capo Colony, Mr. Cecil Rhodes. The 
same cause is now assigned for tli« strained 
relations existing at tlie ])rcseut moment. 
The scheme of a great Boer "trek," recently 
foimulated for the purpose of founding a 
Norlhern re]iulilic, alarmed the Briliah 
South AfiicHii Chart ere<l Comp.my, and 
strenuous ed'orls were at once made liy Mr. 
Uhodea not to stop the "trt k" altogeilier, 
tint to make it continual on the acceptance 
of the authority of tile company, almost 
completely ignoring tho fact that the 
BrilLsh Imperial a.uthorily was concerned 
in such u uiovemont, and tint the British 
( iovcriiment, which hud drclarcd the terri- 
tory to be a sphere of British iullueiiee, 
might have something to say in tlie in;Uler. 
-Mr. llhodes said : " Vou shall all coii.e into 
tlio country from Capo Colony, frcmi the 
Free .State, from the 'I'ransvaid, so long as 
you acknowledge the autliorily of the com- 
pany you shall all have farms, and wo will 
divide Maslionalaiid in your behalf." By 
this jiolicy Mr. Klicides succeeded in divid- 
ing ihe Ihitch population iu Soul li Africa 
against itself, .iiid instead of .l.OOOfiell 
arijicd men taking part ill the "'J'rek," a 
little over 100 crossed tlie Limpofio 
and of course were driven back by tlie 
Chartered company's armed police and 
sol.liers. Tlu-ir mis-sion, however, was in a 
measure attained, for many of those who 
had hei u broULdit over by land deeds and 
promises of oHice have become, ut the re- 
action of popular feeling, in tavor of the 
"Trekcrs," and have returned their gifts to 
the Chartered Co. 'I'he burgers m the 
Transvabl, and in fuct a good many British 
residents in South Africa, have been unable 
to comprehend the process by which a com- 
pany or private speculator could lay claim 
to the control of a country over which Brit- 
ish authority bus never been estah- 
lislied, and which hus been frequented 
by the burgers of the South Afri- 
can Republic for forly years, t^ovr tho 
Imperial (iiicstioo has cropped up behind 
the ipiesi ion of the ('bartered Company's 
rights. The High Comniissioiier, seeing 
that the claim of llin Chartered Company 
failed to inspire respect, has taken uji the 
ground that tlie country licyond the Lini- 
poop, i.s British territory, in order to pre- 
vent aiiotlior and more formidable "Trek." 
It is such declarations as these that liave 
aroiisrd t.lie strongest indignation of tlie 
members of the Volksroad and have tended 
to revive the reco'lrctioiis of old grudges, 
wliicli were bfgiiining ko be forgoHen. I'he 
fact is, tliey have left a flute of thiin;s 
which contains all tlie |>o.ssil)ilities of i\ de- 
stniclivc and disaslroiis war, and wliijh is 
tending to paralyze industry throughout tho 
whole of South Africa. ,
